AGRICULTURAL.

Manure,

WaaT is it? Webster defines it as
“anything that fertillzes land,”  Is this
the sense in which the term s generally
accepted?  That some so receive it is
evident from their general practice;
but judging from observation of the
practice of a large eluss of would-be
economieal farmers, we should be dis-
posed to conclude that the term was re-
gtricted or limited to a less liberal dedl-
nition. Bome treat it us if manure was
only the exerement of animals, und ap-
ply only such, devoid as possible of
mixture of other substances, to their
lands and crops; such, however, I am
happy to say, are fow, and annuslly di-
minishing as progress is made in en-
lightened agriculture. I have observed
close-ealeulating, money-making, and
saving, cconomical Jurmers apply to
thelr erops manure from horned cattle
as devoid of any kind of litter or other
matter as it was possible to make it in
the stable without furnishing any litter,
excopt such orts as cattle, kept short, re-
fused to eat. The consaquencis were,
their crops were less in propurtion to
the manure applied than those where n
liberal supply of other matter was add-
ed. The land, when seeded to grass,
soon became turf-bound, and but one or
two fair crops could be obtained, the
s0ll being so close and hard that it was
imponsgible for it to impart nourishment
to plants grown therein. Aguin in my
own experience, and observation of the
practice of others, I have seen excellent
crops grown with a much less quantity
of manure where it wias made of n mix-
ture of ingredients, and the land when
seeded to grass eontinued to give suc-
cessive paying crops of hay for a term
of years. Now why this difference when
the soil and calture were as nearly simi-
lar as it is possible to be when in near
proximity ? Is it not that the compost-
ed manure furnished o greater variety
or amount of elements that entered into
the composition of plants, and also that
it altered the mechanicul condition of
the soll toa much larger extent than the
non-compost? 1 think it sufo to draw
such Inference or conclusion, There are
many mineral substances that furnish
some one or more of the elements that
enter into the construction of ull plants;
these, if added to the sofl, fertilize it us
well in such particulur us animul or
vegetable mntter. Oftentimes merely
altering the texture of asoil by mechan-
ical means has the eflfect to fertilize it
by allowing & more free transition of air
and water, these substunces Laparting

some element held in combination, such | |

element uniting with some of the uthu
elements of the soil and setting others
free, ready to form new combinations,
or to enter into plant structure as food,
This alteration of the structure of the
soil by mechanical means hosa far great-
er effect upon its fertility than at first
supposed, and is o means tog little re-
sorted to by all furmers or cultivators of
the soil in this country, Too much can-
not be sald on the importunee of stircing
and fluing the soil in general for culti-
vated crops, It not being my object to
make any extended commentary upon
any or wll tho inferences to be drawn
from these suggestions, I pass them,
leaving the reflecting reader Lo supply his
own.

Where shall I get it? I answer from
every source § theanimal, vegetable, und
minoral kingdom, all contuin the ele-
menis that are needed to furnish susten-
ance to growing plunts or vegetation,
Most furms are capable of supplying the
material necessary, the main requisites
being intelligence, labor, and economy.
These combined form the elements of
suceesy in any undertaking,  You may
have at your command muck, woods
monld, ete. These substances of them-
selves are rich in the elements of fertil-
ity, having been formed principally
from decayed wegetnhlc mutter, and
when com posted or 1 I with animal
or mineral substances thelr value is
greatly enhanced, I have seen muck
hauled direct from its bed, thrown out
and sllowed to lie a few weeks or
months, and applied to land where vi-
riouy kinds of furm crops were planted,
ond as fine crops grown us I ever saw
from any other fertilizing matter, the
soil on which it was applied being a
sundy loam of medium tenncity. In
localities where stuble manure is not to
be had jusufficient quantities, and these
substances are ubundant, it will pay
goid per centage to raise hogs and buy
corn to feed them on for thelir Increase
aud the manure they will make, Two
or three hogs will work up a cuble yard

u! glmtl muvk in two tluya. ir l'umlnhed
on o good floor, and asprinkling of corn
mixed in, for them to find, The addi-
thon of leaves, which all enn nvail them-
selvos of inthe Fall, will furnish o quan-
tity of fertilizing matter proportioned
to the amount supplied. Such manure,
when removed from the pen, should be
ploced under cover until applicd to the
soll, If long to lie. Muck or womls
mould composted with Hwe and salt, or
ashes, and left & fow weeks, and then
overhnuled,mixing it thoronghly , makes
n voalunhle drossing when applied broad-
enst and worked Into the surface for
hoed crops.  This, together with & lght
application of gunno, superphosphate,
or like fertitizers to the hill or drill, will
produce o good crop where Bill or dritl
erops are cultivated, The trees now
about shedding thelr leaves will furnish
W large ot of excellent bedding and
absorbing matorinl, which it would be
woll for nll in want to avail themselves
of. Let, then, all economical farmers
lay in & stock, anid not only leaves, but
provide a quantity of muck to be kept
dry, to mix in with thelr manure during
Winter, and absorb the Houids and re-
tain the ammonin, ete.— W, ZL White,
